The Spaniſh ouerthrow at 

ſhipp e8of warre of Saint Luca and Cales, had 
put to lea and were gone tothe firaiahts of G1- 
\ braltar, being cleuen Galltons and the reſt {mal- 
ler merchants (hips as then made m-n of war : 
whereupon we reſolued to follow an fir.de the 
out, but the winde being at Eaſt, weeimeta 
Floſhinger called Loy Sailemaker that cams out 
of the fratghts the 22. of Ap2.11 and ſhewed vs 
that the night be!cze Hee had becne tn compante 
with the Spantilh fleete, aud that in the moz- 
ning finding Himlelfe alone without company, 
hce (uppoſed they had takenthetr courſe {or Calcs 
foz with an eaſterlie wiude they might come out 
of the firaights. Upon the 24 . of Apull the 
— wifnde comming weltcrlp wee paſt cloſe by the 
barre of Saint Lucar and Bap of Cales , but 
could notycarcthat the Galitons had pit in ther, 

fo wee were reloiucd to ſet pon theſe Gallyons 
that lay within that Bay : But the ſame dap 
Hauing otherwiſe dctcrinined wee (zil-d fo:- 
wardcs to the firatghts of Gibraltar intending 
to finde ont thoſe Gailions cz Spamih Narvie 
and toaſſailethem, Upon the 25 of Apyil! com- 
m.ngbefozet'e tone of Tangicr vpon the coaſt 
of Barbary Iyingin ttemouth of the firaights, 
and finding the Ga'ko"gnot there, the Admural 
{cnt fo2 his Counſ:il ab{urd his ſhipps, whire 
if was reſc'ntelp determined, that if the Spas 
nil} Name were in the Bay of Gibraltar thep

bourd the Spaniſh ADmirall zndour Uice Ad- 
miralland Captaine Bras of Horne ſhou;d fight 
with the Spaniſh Uiice Admirall and {o euery 
one in 02der: Atlait comming to the Bay of G1- 
bralter and finding the Spamlh army there, p2e- 
ſentlp voce began wittz Gods helpe to pzocecde 
inour reſolution in ſuch o2Dder as time and place 
required , where wee found 21.ſhi»pes amongſt 
which were ſome Frenchmen Emdeners and o- 
ther Perchants lſhippes, vpon our appzoacht!;e 
Spaniſh Admira'l wayed Ancho2 and went 
neererthe town and lay by foure other Gallions 
but the UViceadmiral lay 1! hauin72abourd 450, 
men,as thepuſonersatftcr certifi:d vs, the Ad- 
mirall had: 00. Caueliers out of thetovnethar 
boluntarily came abourd to heip him although 
hee was well pzoutded of men befoze, allthis 
notwithſtanding and although he had th'adiian- 
tage of th'ozdnance of the tovwne and caftels 
yet our Admirall and Captaine Lambert of Ro- 
tcrdam valiantly bourdcd him, and the reſt of 
ourſhips aſwell as they could ſet vpon the reſt 
of the Galliong,and alſo vpon the Spaniſh ee 
AD;nira

moſt furious aſſault toth with ordinance atid 


fo:ceable bourding their Ships 4 howers o2 
thereabouts by Sods hclpe we got the viciozy, 


all the Gailions being ſpoiled batterd and burnt 
wereduue on ground x amogſtthe rcſtthe Admi 
ral of 800tonns.,called S.Auguſtine wherinthe 
generall called Don Iohn Alveres Davila bozne 
in Aſtorga was flaine, beeing an olde crperiens 
ced Souldtourthat hadſerucdat Scam Don 
lIohn de Auſtria his time,alſo the Ute Admirall 
wasflaineand the Cozonell of the Souldiozs 
and all the Captaines of their Nauic, the Galit- 


ons andthe reft of the Spaniſh ſhips woropre- 


{cntly burnt downe to the water, whereoffvo 
dtd D2tuc on ſhoze but lo ſpoyled thatthey were 
altogether vnſeruticeable,thi'n ignes,ffreamers 
and pendants of the Admiral, Uice Admiral! 


and other Gallions we tooke with vs andſome 


other pillage,but by reaſon of the terriblefyerin 
the Spaniſh Uice Admirall and other Galli- 
ons that wereonfire andranneon ground wee 
couldnot buing any Sh:pg02 Ddnance away, 
fo: we were in great daunger of fire our ſelnes, 
# diners of vs had wozk enough to dotoquench 
the fire that had gotten intothe, but Godof his 
mercie pzelerued vs. Df all the men. in the

Spaniards that leapt ouer-boozd, & thoſethat 
we took confeſſed that they vere 4000. menm 
the Nauic.

and with the aide of the Uice Adinirall Cap- 
taine Lambert of Zatterdam , and Captaine 
Peter Williamſon bzauelp ouercame 4 by gods 
helps vanquiſhed there enemie. The 26, ofA- 
p2iil we bzought our thips frombefoze thetown = 
an? caſtell, foz with their continual ſhoottngthcy 
did 98 much hurt, and being without theirreach 
w2emanned out ſome of our boates and ſente, 
them tothe burnt ſhips whichlay vpontye ſhoze, 
which the ſpantards onland perceiuing wente 
themſeluestoſetthadmirallsſhipon fire, which 
layallſhotte and to:nz vpon the ſtrande, and ſo 
they did that which we ment fo hauedgon, Jn 
this fight there was at leaſt 8000. greate ſhotte 
diſcharged and was hardilye furiouſly fought, 
being fearefull andterribleto b:hould when the 
ſpamtſh gallions began to burne, eſpecially when 
firecame to th:ir powder , it ſhewed as if newe 
clouds and lightntnghad riſen out of the ſeaand 
mounted int9 the skie by a ſatler called Gouerr 
an Engliſh man but gauehimſelte out foz one of

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Embden -that was taken p2iloner by the Spa- 
niſh general. and ſet at liberty vpon our appzoach 
[0 bec adutſed and counſelled by htm what were 
beſt to bee Dons wee were aducrtiſed that the 
AIdmirall would nof belecue wee durlt be ſo bold 
to bourdhim in the Kings Bay o2hauen, and ef- 
pecially vnder the ſhot ofthe towne and Caſtle 
of Gibraltar, which contrary to their expectation. 
wee made them feele- The Spaniſh Generall 
had certaine adutice befozeofour comminghow 
many ſhippes of warre wee had and withp2o-

The 27. of apziii wee ſetſaile and put out of 
_ thebayof Sibzaltar,and madetoward the coaſt 
of Barbarp. firſt goingio Chiuta and entered1ſo

beefoze Ticnan ( aplace vnder the Turks and 
VBomes commannd) wee were very welcome 
vuto them; and vpon the 28. of Apilthe goner- 
noz with imany Turkith getlemen came abourd 
our ſhips bidding vs welcome offcring vs allfa- 
vour and friendſhip hee could afowde vs, and to 
aide vs withall wee'ſtoode innecde off fo2 our 
wounded meno: othetwiſe: Hee and all his com- 
pany and country leeming to bee glad of the vic- 
tory which (by Godshelpe) we had obtained a- 
gainſt the Spamards . The fourth of ap at 
Titnan (fre miles from Chuca vpon the coaft of 
Barbary wegnew rigged and pzeparedour ſhips 
( which were ſoze battred ) of Al neceſſaries, 
ſ{kaying Gods pleakure foz an Eaſterly winde 


aftcr our enemie9,deutTing cur Flcet into foure 
ſquadzons, the Idmrrall beetng accompanied 
with ſeuenother Cyzippes of warre and the like 
in enerp ſquadzon, The Jdnwirall APounſicur 
Hemſterk that was flaine was a very wiſe and 
wellerpertenced man, who with greate paine, 
labour aud induſtry had brene twice inthecouly 
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: Dxelghts0l \Veygartes, andat the Eaſt Indies, 
wherein hislaft voyage he ouercameand took

5 oh rich Caracktscommting from Malacho 
in China, with whome ofgood willand affection 
toward ytm many men. ventured their liues in 
this voyage,as anonglſt others Ioris Van Spil- 
berg that hath beene both in the Eaſt and ndeſt 
Indies and imployed in thts Flceeteag Commiſl3- 
ry., and one of the Counlel! of warre , generall | 
captaine ofthe Zeland Souldiers, a;ddinerſe 
ofher captaines.
